SEOUL, Korea, — 
— The Ko­ 
rean war ground into its twenty- 
first month today. There was vir­ 
tually no fighting to mark the dale. 
Heav.y clouds and snow ground­ 
ed most Allied warplanes. 
Only 
a few fighter bombers went out on 
rail-cutting missions. 
Reports from scattered points 
along the 155-mile front indicated 
the usual pattern of recent fighting 
—probes, patrols and a few t>ricf 
clashes. 
Far East Air Forces reported its 
pilots destroyed about 200 supply 
trucks in widespread attacks Sun­ 
day. That was the highest num.ber: 
in several months. 
For the first time in eight days 
there were no air battles between 
Communist and Allied jets Sun­ 
day. Eight B-29 Superforts drop­ 
ped 80 tons of bombs on the 
Chongju rail bridge Sunday night.
